The Massachusetts Forestry Association has had this mallei 


in mind for some years and is now to attempt to secure Ihe 
necessary legislation by means of the initiative and referen- 
dum. There is being circulated a petition asking for legisla- 
tion authorizing the Slate 1-oresl Commission lo purchase 
lands suitable for the production-of Umber lo the extent'of 
250,000 acres. 
This shall be done within a period of ten 


yertrs, and tlie commission shall proceed lo reclaim the lanjds 
by replanting or otherwise for the purpose of producing tim- 
ber and protecting the wale'r .supply of Ihe slate. , If will be 
necessary to obtain 20,000 signatures to (he pcliliou and with- 
out doubl (hisjvill be done, as a canvass of the cities and (owns 
of Ihe slate'is 16 be made. This work is already under way 
and many -leading; .'citizens are cheerfully signing the pctitiqn. 


The only question in connection with this movement'is 


whether it is properly (he'business of Ihe slate lo engage Jin 
such an enterprise.; 'Possibly il might be belter for the stale;lo 
encourage Ihe' owners'1 of the lands lo reforest them.

jnlght'be done by exempting the lands in question from (a^a-J 
(ion for a-period of years, aiHi perhaps,in other ways. 
As a 


'rule, work done by the slalc or Ihe federal government is apt 
to-be rather .cosily. 
The men handling it have Ihe public 


treasury behiiuHhem and are not so apl to count Ihe cosl as 
are private individuals.

The important fact is that the work proposed ought to be 


done, not only in MassachusetlsJ but in practically all of the 
New England states, wb/re there are extensive tracts suitable 
for no other purpose. And the same is true.to a large extent 
of many other parts of the country. The price of lumber lias 
been advancing by leaps and bounds for years, due to increas- 
ing; demands :and diminishing supplies;--a'nd unless something 
is.done "the situation must grow worse instead of better. 


If Ihe lands thai have been denuded wore suitable for other 


uses il would nol be so bad, but most of them are not. 
It 


would therefore seen) lo,be the part of wisdom to reforest 
them and place them in a way lo ultimately pay good returns 
on the.investment. The Massachusetts experiment, if under- 
taken, will be watched with interest in other states, and if il
